I. Background 


In August 1996 with the concurrence of the Directorate 
Focal Points for the JFK Board, Jeremy Gunn, ARRB General 
Counsel, was given access to an inventory of Agency 
histories (item # 6 of reference) held by the CSI History 
Staff. He made a list of 61 histories which might possibly 
contain information of interest to the Board in its search 
for additional records relevant to the JFK assassination. 


II. Request 


The ARRB's request is for access to the selected 
histories to determine their relevancy or non-relevancy to 
the JFK assassination story. It is not a request to review 
the material for release. Access by the Board's staff will 
be limited to one or two members with appropriate 
clearances. Access to particularly sensitive material will 
be limited to Mr. Gunn and/or Mr. David Marwell, Executive 
Director of ARRB. The Board, Mr. Marwell, Mr. Gunn and 
their staff “CIA team” have TS/SCI clearances. 


III. Procedures 


1. An HRG reviewer will screen the 61 selected 
histories to determine if they have some substantive 
relationship or connection to the JFK assassination story 
(locations, time-frames, events, individuals, etc.).

The CIA History Staff has written or guided the writing of numerous histories on 
projects, offices, divisions, or special events within the history of the CIA. In response 
to the Review Board’s Request for Additional Records and Information CIA-7, the CIA 
provided an index to all the histories in the collection. This index was reviewed by 
former Executive Director T. Jeremy Gunn and more than sixty histories which might 
have contained information relevant to the assassination of President John F. Kennedy 
were selected for review by the Review Board staff. Due to the sensitivity and breath of 
information contained in the CIA histories, access was limited to two members of the 
Review Board staff. 


Most of the reviewed histories did not contain information relevant to the assassination 
of President Kennedy. Sections of five histories were designated as assassination 
records: DCI-8, CS HP-334, MISC-25, DDO HP 324, and CSHP 194. These sections will 
be reviewed, processed, and placed in the JFK Collection at the National Archives. 


The Review Board staff also reviewed the just published classified history, Fifty Years of 
the CIA which was published in honor of the CIA’s Fiftieth Anniversary. This history 
contained no information believed relevant to the assassination.

The Mexico City Station History contains at least 99 separate cryptonyms, for the most part 
concerning projects, but in some cases, individuals, covering the period 1947 to June 1969. In 
every case, there is identifying information included with the crypt, ranging from a brief 
parenthetical phrase to several pages of detail. Since the information far exceeds that thought 
relevant to the JFK story, ‘both in time and substance, an approach designed to provide a maximum 
amount of information and guidance for historians concerned with the JFK assassination, with a 
minimum of gratuitously useable leads for curious or hostile FOIA requestors concerning CIA 
activities generally, was chosen and is reflected in the version the Board has for consideration. 


The norm in handling cryptonyms when the entire crypt is not released is to protect the 
digraph - the location indicator..What I've done here, to avoid unraveling, in effect, the whole 
history of Station activity for subsequent curiousity seekers, is to reverse the process, releasing the 
digraph and protecting the root - specifically because the text identifies each crypt. The Board is 
familiar with the decision to release almost all Ll-crypts in full - while protecting identifying 
information. The major relevant L! projects (LIENVOY, ch tai LICALLA, etc.) have had both the 
full cryptonym and most of the details released. 


Station and Operation Directorate division histories are among the most sensitive documents 
in the Agency. They are very tightly controlled within the area divisions - they are not available to 
cleared employees in other directorates or, traditionally, outside of the division within the Operations 
Directorate. Thus concern about the release of the Mexico City History pages that, viewed through 
the widest of lenses, do not appear to be relevant to the JFK story,is very great.
